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Brief  History  of  Euclid  High  Schools 

In  1868,  the  first  high  school  was  organized  in  Euclid  Township. 
Classes  were  held  in  a  School  Street  building.  There  were  six  students  in 
the  class,  with  the  teacher  also  acting  as  principal  and  superintendent. 

The  first  high  school  building  was  built  on  North  Street  in  1894. 
Forty-five  were  enrolled  in  the  school.  The  first  commencement  was  held 
on  May  28,  1897,  with  six  graduates  receiving  diplomas.  (There  were  six 
graduates  ...  and  eleven  men  on  the  Board  of  Education.)  That  year  there 
were  1,439  cases  of  tardiness  reported  and  87  cases  of  whipping,  including 
five  girls. 

Central  and  Shore  Schools  were  built  in  1913.  Of  36  who  bid  on  the 
job,  the  lowest  bidder  received  $85,000  for  the  construction  of  both 
schools.  Thus  was  bom  a  healthy  rivalry  that  continued  to  excite  people  all 
over  town  for  many  years.  The  rivalry  was  a  challenge  to  each  school.  At 
the  time,  only  a  few  rooms  were  occupied  by  high  school  classes. 
Although  classes  were  mixed  at  Shore  High,  the  boys  had  to  use  the  Bliss 
Road  (East  222nd  Street)  entrance,  while  the  girls  were  obliged  to  enter 
from  Babbitt  Road. 

A  whole  new  era  of  high  school  environment  started  with  the  building 
of  a  single  Euclid  high  school  in  1949.  Euclid  Senior  High  School  opened 
with  an  enrollment  of  1,850  in  grades  10  through  12.  A  new  history  of 
Euclid  public  high  school  experience  was  born.  Peak  enrollment  in  the  top 
three  grades  was  reached  between  1965-75  when  almost  3,000  students 
were  enrolled. 

Euclid  high  schools  have  contributed  to  local,  national  and 
international  offerings  in  music,  art,  sports  and  in  the  areas  of  science, 
business,  politics  and  education,  as  well  as  in  general  entries  into  the  work 
force  of  America.

Stan  Miheliek  became  a  star  athlete  at  Shore  High  School,  starting  in  his 
sophomore  year,  after  his  family  moved  to  Euclid  in  1944  from  Kingston,  PA.  In 
three  years  at  Shore  Stan  earned  nine  letters  in  football,  basketball,  baseball  and 
track,  with  four  of  those  letters  coming  in  his  senior  year.  In  football  Stan  won  three 
letters  (halfback),  two  in  basketball  (guard),  two  in  baseball  (shortstop),  and  two  in 
track  (miler  and  half-miler). 

Stan  had  some  outstanding  coaching  along  the  way:  Hall  of  Famers  Walt  Schwegler 
for  football,  Ford  Case  for  basketball,  John  Pohto  for  baseball,  and  Clarence 
Swackhamer  for  track. 

Stan's  senior  year  was  particularly  memorable  for  him  and  his  teammates  because 
they  also  won  four  league  championships,  and  he  personally  won  all-scholastic 
honors  in  football  and  basketball. 

After  graduating  from  Shore,  Stan  enrolled  at  Ohio  University  where  he  played 
freshman  football  and  basketball,  but  he  suffered  a  football  injury  that  year  which 
ended  his  intercollegiate  athletic  career.  Injury  did  not  stop  him,  however,  from 
graduating  and  getting  his  engineering  degree  at  OU. 

Stan  then  went  on  to  serve  his  country  in  the  Korean  War  as  a  member  of  the 
United  States  Air  Force.  Following  Korea,  he  went  to  work  for  the  Goodyear  Tire 
and  Rubber  Company  and  rose  to  become  an  executive  with  the  company.  He  is  now 
retired  and  lives  in  Pittsboro,  NC,  with  his  wife  Barbara.

Don  Green  joins  a  distinguished  list  of  state  champions  in  wrestling  which  Euclid 
had  an  abundance  of  in  the  1950's. 

He  was  a  three-year  letter  winner  in  wrestling  in  the  123-pound  weight  class  under 
Hall  of  Fame  Coach  Clarence  Eckert.  His  hard  work  for  three  years  culminated  in 
1958,  his  senior  year,  being  a  very  big  year  for  him  with  the  winning  of  the  District 
Title  and  then  the  ultimate  award  for  a  scholastic  wrestler,  State  Champion. 

After  graduation  Don  received  a  scholarship  to  Ohio  State  University  where  he  not 
only  was  a  member  of  the  varsity  wrestling  team,  but  he  also  went  undefeated  in  his 
Big  Ten  regular  meet  schedule  in  1961,  earned  Honorable  Mention  All- American 
Honors  in  1961,  and  was  Captain  of  his  team  for  both  his  junior  and  senior  years. 

He  graduated  from  OSU  in  1962  and  went  on  to  a  career  in  sales  of  industrial 
equipment.

Gary  King  had  the  right  last  name  for  his  athletic  prowess.  For  three  years  at  Euclid 
Senior  Gary  "ruled"  on  area  baseball  diamonds  at  third  base  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach 
Bob  Addis'  teams. 

In  his  junior  and  senior  years  he  won  All-Lake  Erie  League  and  All-Scholastic 
honors,  and  as  a  senior  he  was  selected  as  Captain  of  his  team  and  was  voted  as  a 
First-Team  All-Ohio  player  at  his  position.  He  was  an  East  member  of  the  East- West 
All  Star  Team  and  also  won  the  local  Ralph  Hill  Award  as  the  most  outstanding 
baseball  player  for  1965,  1966,  and  1967. 

Gary  won  a  full  scholarship  to  play  baseball  at  Kent  State  University  and 
eventually  was  drafted  to  play  professional  baseball  by  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates.  His 
baseball  career,  however,  was  cut  short  by  knee  injuries.

Bob  Lonchar  played  both  football  and  baseball  at  Euclid  Senior  High  School,  but 
baseball  was  his  forte,  and  in  that  sport  he  shined  brightly. 

As  a  pitcher  and  first  baseman  for  Hall  of  Famer  Bob  Addis'  teams  from  1967 
through  1969,  Bob  performed  in  a  stellar  fashion  and  won  numerous  honors, 
including  those  for  All-Scholastic,  All-Lake  Erie  League,  the  Plain  Dealer  Dream 
Team,  East  Member  of  the  East- West  All-Star  Team,  and  the  local  Ralph  Hill  Award!

Luke  Wiskes  was  a  rugged  member  on  the  defense  of  the  football  team  of  Coach 
Chet  Rojeck  (himself  a  Hall  of  Fame  player)  in  the  fall  of  1971,  and  for  his  efforts  at 
the  safety  position  he  was  rewarded  with  numerous  awards,  including  All-Lake  Erie 
League  Team,  the  local  John  James  Memorial  Award  for  Football,  and  the 
All-Spectator  and  All-News  Herald  Defensive  Team. 

In  his  senior  year  Luke  also  played  basketball  for  Harold  "Doc"  Daugherty  and 
baseball  for  Bob  Addis,  both  Hall  of  Fame  coaches.  Although  he  won  letters  for  only 
one  year  each  for  football,  basketball,  and  baseball,  he  earned  all  three  of  them  in  his 
senior  year,  a  notable  achievement,  and  was  a  valuable  member  of  each  team  for 
which  he  played. 

Luke  attended  Miami  University  (Ohio)  and  the  University  of  Tennessee  for  a  year 
each,  but  he  did  not  participate  in  their  athletic  programs.

John  Maroli  achieved  great  success  on  the  baseball  diamonds  of  Euclid  and  Bowling 
Green  State  University,  but  more  importantly  he  parlayed  that  success  into  a  life  of 
distinguished  achievement,  not  only  in  athletics  but  also  in  higher  education. 

At  Euclid,  John  was  a  star  pitcher  as  a  sophomore  and  a  junior  for  Hall  of  Fame  Coach 
Paul  Sena's  teams  in  1978  and  1979  when  he  earned  All-Scholastic  and  All-Greater 
Cleveland  Conference  honors  both  years.  In  two  years  he  won  22  games  and  lost  only  1, 
going  12-0  in  1978  and  10-1  in  1979.  In  both  seasons,  in  157  innings  he  had  207 
strikeouts,  gave  up  8  walks,  allowed  21  earned  runs,  and  had  an  earned  run  average  of 
0.93.  In  1978  his  ERA  was  a  great  1.44,  and  in  1979  it  was  a  spectacular  0.32. 

He  was  8-0  in  State  Tournament  games,  winning  two  games  apiece  in  the  sectional, 
district,  regional,  and  state  tournaments  over  two  seasons.  He  pitched  his  Panther 
teammates  into  the  final  State  Championship  Game  in  both  1978  and  1979.  He  was 
undefeated  on  Euclid's  home  diamond,  "The  Palace."  In  only  two  seasons  John 
established  seven  records  which  still  stand  in  Euclid  as  either  his  alone  or  his  and  another 
player's.  Four  records  are  his  alone:  State  Tournament  wins  (8),  career  ERA  (0.93),  care< 
strikeouts  to  walks  ratio  (207  to  8),  and  career  fewest  walks  (8). 

In  1980,  his  senior  year,  John  tore  his  rotator  cuff,  necessitating  surgery  and  keeping 
him  out  of  baseball  for  his  final  seasoa  Despite  his  injury,  Bowling  Green  State  Universi 
offered  him  a  scholarship,  and  John  contributed  mightily  to  the  BG  baseball  program  by 
earning  five  varsity  letters-the  only  time  in  the  school's  history.  He  ranks  among  the  top 
BG  pitchers  of  all  time  for  wins  and  innings  pitched.  He  also  earned  selection  as  an 
Academic  All-American  Team  Member  in  1983  and  1985. 


A  student  as  well  as  an  athlete,  John  was  on  the  honor  roll  at  Euclid  and  then  went  on  t< 
earn  a  B.S.  degree  in  Computer  Science  and  a  Ph.D.  in  mathematics  from  Bowling  Greer 
He  currently  teaches  mathematics  at  the  Wayne  College  of  Akron  University  and  lives  in 
North  Olmsted  with  his  wife  Parti  and  their  three  children.

Meredith  FitzGerald  was  a  distance  runner  on  some  of  the  finest  girls'  track 
teams  (under  Coaches  Pete  Schwenke  and  Dick  York)  and  cross  country  teams  (under 
Coach  Leo  Collins)  in  Euclid  history,  and  she  established  herself  as  one  of  the  two 
greatest  distance  runners,  along  with  India  Ford,  in  the  history  of  those  teams. 

A  four-year  letter  winner  on  the  track  and  cross  country  teams,  Meredith  became  a 
State  Champion  as  a  junior  when  her  4  X  800  Relay  Team  finished  first  at  the  State 
Meet  in  1990.  Five  times  from  1988-1991  Meredith  participated  in  events  at  the 
State  Meet  in  Columbus  and  earned  All-State  finishes  (one  for  relay  and  four  for 
individual  events).  She  was  also  a  Kinney  National  Cross  Country  Qualifier  in  1990 
and  a  member  of  the  Midwest  All-Ohio  Cross  Country  Team  in  her  senior  year. 

An  outstanding  student,  Meredith  enrolled  at  Harvard  University  where  she  ran 
cross  country,  outdoor  track,  and  indoor  track  and  in  1994,  her  junior  year,  earned 
selection  to  the  All-Ivy  Academic  Team. 

Currently,  Meredith  is  a  product  manager  ofAmazon.com  in  Seattle.  Ever  the 
competitor,  she  has  run  in  the  100th  Boston  Marathon  and  is  in  training  for  the 
Ironman  Florida  Event  (a  triathlon  race  of  2.2  miles  of  swimming,  1 12  miles  of 
biking,  and  26  miles  of  running)  which  is  to  take  place  in  November  of  2001.

India  Ford,  along  with  Meredith  FitzGerald,  was  one  of  the  two  greatest  distance 
runners  in  the  history  of  Euclid  girls'  track  and  cross  country  teams.  She  was  a  six-time 
State  Champion  and  won  numerous  awards.  She  was  a  four-year  letter  winner  in  both  trac 
and  cross  country,  teams  headed  by  Coaches  Pete  Schwenke  and  Leo  Collins,  respectively 

The  honors  came  for  India  steadily  and  surely.  As  a  freshman  she  lettered  in  cross 
country  and  was  cited  as  the  outstanding  runner  on  the  team;  in  girls'  track  she  also 
lettered,  earned  All-Greater  Cleveland  Conference  honors,  and  was  a  qualifier  for  the  Stat 
Meet. 

As  a  sophomore,  however,  India  started  to  show  that  she  was  a  runner  to  reckon  with 
She  earned  honors  again  on  both  the  cross  country  and  track  teams,  including  AJ1-GCC 
Team  and  most  valuable  player  for  both  teams  and  qualifying  for  the  State  Meet  again  in 
cross  country.  She  also  won  her  first  State  Championship  that  year  in  the  3200  meter  run. 

In  her  junior  year  India  really  shined.  She  won  the  same  local  honors  again  and  was 
selected  as  the  Number  One  runner  in  Ohio  for  cross  country.  In  cross  country  in  the  fall 
she  was  the  State  Qiampion,  and  at  the  spring  State  Track  Meet  she  stole  the  show  by 
amazing  everyone  except  perhaps  her  coaches  by  winning  three  more  State  titles,  this  thru 
in  the  3200  meter  relay,  the  1600  meter,  and  the  3200  meter  runs. 

In  her  senior  year,  India  continued  to  wow.  In  cross  country  she  again  won  team  and 
GCC  honors  and  was  selected  as  the  Plain  Dealer  Runner  of  the  Year.  In  track  she  was 
her  usual  most  valuable  self  and  topped  everything  offby  winning  the  1 600  meter  race  at 
the  State  Meet  and  becoming  the  State  Champion.  She  also  finished  second  in  the  3200. 

India  went  to  college  at  Indiana  University  in  Bloomington,  IN,  and  became  a  teacher. 
She  now  teaches  in  the  Maple  Heights,  OH,  Schools.  India's  accomplishments  were  mar 
and  spectacular.  She  will  always  be  one  of  Euclid's  greatest  and  brightest  stars.
